(paragraph 2 of the 11/14/2006 final rejection). 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding the 103(a) rejection over Faris et al 
(US2003/0047688): the applicant has argued in the 3/9/2007 after final amendment that Faris does not disclose droplets of different 
sizes forming interleaving zones. The examiner's position is that Faris teaches optically moving droplets, either over a surface [0020]- 
[0022] or while levitated [0073], depositing droplets at more than one site (claim 83), and droplet splitting and droplet fusion [0109], and 
thus meets the limitations of claim 5. The appicant has argued that the specification describes coating the surface of the medical device 
with periodic variation between two coatings. The examiner cannot find where in the specification "periodic variation" is described, nor has 
the applicant disclosed where this terminology is used. Regarding applicant's assertion that Faris does not disclose depositing droplets on 
a waste surface, Faris discloses disposing droplets to more than one location[0069]-[0071], and any of these locations could be deemed 
to be a "waste surface". 
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
